As per claims 14-16, a method for distributing advertisements, comprising: 
wherein the selection of the advertisement based on information regarding a likelihood of 
click through for the candidate advertisements is based on a comparison of a predicted click- 
through rate of the advertisement and predicted click-through rates of other ones of the candidate 
advertisements, where the predicted click-through rate of the advertisement is greater than the 
predicted click-through rates of the other ones of the candidate advertisements, and 

wherein the information regarding the likelihood of click through for the candidate 
advertisements is based on: 

(1) empirically-gathered information regarding at least one of: the candidate 
advertisements, and 

types of advertisements; and 

(2) compiled information regarding at least one of:
